When Lincoln became president | 


he inherited a complicated and 
dangerous situation. The fight over 
the slavery question had become 
bitter to a point of guerrilla war- 
fare. The country seemed torn with 
controversy over many difficult 
problems. Seward, Lincoln’s Secret- 
ary of State, suggested that a ‘good 
foreign war” would unite the people 
of the U. S. and thereby do away 
with the internal difficulties. In 
a document dated April 1, 1861, 
called ‘Some Thoughts for the Pre- 
sident’s Consideration” Seward 
wrote these proposals to Lincoln. 
Concerning the incident Wm. H. 
Herndon, Lincoln’s law ‘partner 
writes: 


“Believing foreign war a certain 
cure for internal dissention, he 
(Seward) proposed that explana- 
tions be categorically demanded 
of Spain and France, and that Con- 
gress bé convened and war declar 
ed if satisfactory replies were not 
received.”

MINIMUM EXISTENCE LIST 

The Associated Charities 
worked out a list which shows the 
minimum money necessary to keep 
a worker and his family alive until 
the war comes which the bosses 
are planning, and we will be “use- 
ful” to them again: a man, $10.77; 
woman, $9.10; child 11-15 years 
old, $8.87; 7-11 years old, $6.84; 
4-7 years, $6.72; 2-4 years old, $6.70;

MADERA, February 17.—Having 
failed to halt the rising power of 
the Madera Unemployed Council 
by the usual methods of police 
terror, fire hoses, eviction warn- 
ings, refusals to meet committees 
of the jobless, ete., the city fathers 


have resorted to padlocks on the! 


workers meeting place. They hope 


by padlocking Progressa Hall at 
700 South C. Street, to stop the 
workers from organizing. 
a mn oS 
Police Chief, J. L. Wells, under 
order of Dr. L. A. Stone, city 
health officer, closed Progresso 


Hall on the alleged claim that this 
hall is unsanitary and has no toilet 


facilities or sewer connections. 
This is clearly an excuse to use 


the health department along with 
the police force and fire depart- 
ment in an attempt to intimidate 
the workers who are fighting to 
better their conditions. 

This move on the part of the 
police department springs from 
fear of the workers under the lead- 
ership of the Communist Party. 
The workers are determined to 
organize as they have learned that 
mass pressure is their only effec- 
tive weapon against the boss class. 

It was lack of mass pressure 
that reduced the Madera workers 
to their present starvation level. 
On the other hand it was mass 
pressure that permitted-the Hunger 
Marchers to break through the re- 
sistance of the Madera police and 
fire department lines. It was mass 
pressure that forced Stone, city 
trustee, to give fifty jobs when 
only six jobs were promised. Again 
it was mass pressure of the work- 
ers that got reiief, clothes, medical 
attention, and no eviction for the 
jobless Madera workers last Jan- 
uary. And mass action will accom- 
plish anything the workers ,set out 
to do. 

A Madera Worker Correspondent 
to the Western Worker writes: “If 
the Madera officials do not take 
their padlock off our hall, we 
will force them to give us _ hall 
rent free for our meeting places.” 

Another writes: “They cannot 
stop us from organizing and hold- 
ing meetings by padlocking our 
hall. We will have more meetings 
than before. If this hall was used 
for a chureh or other company, 
then all would be O. K. It is up 
to us keep on with our meetings. 
Conditions have improved here 
since the Hunger March, but it is 
far from what it should be.” 

se hn worker says: “Thanks 

all the comrades that boosted 
Hunger March. Madera is the 
only place where they tried to 
chase us out with the fire depart- 
ment. Madera officials thought 
they would get a feather in their 
hats for that by Wall Street & 


Company, but they have not gotten 
one yet, 
“They are doing all they can to 


keep us from meeting. Why? Be- 
cause they know once we are or- 
ganized we will be able to force 
our demands from the rich blood- 
suckers.”

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 16.—Prac- 

tically every worker who has been 
driven to the charity organizations 
in search of food complains of sick- 
ness after two or three meals from 
the slop they serve in these places. 
On February 4th, some workers 
went, into the Union House Rescue 
Mission in search of food. One of 
them, a young man of thirty, after 
waiting in the line for hours, col- 
lapsed on the concrete floor and 
was removed to the hospital. It 
was stated by the Mission people 
that the man had collapsed from 
‘rheumatism’ but the hollow cheeks 
and taint pulse of the man told us. 
that it was the old, old story ot 
starvation. 
Another worker had violent diar- 
rhea and vomiting wo thours after 
eating a meagre portion of beans 
and drinking a mug of so-called 
coffee, 


STOCKTON, Feb. 14.—We work- 
ers of Stockton are facing the most 
critical conditions. Becanse we are 
disorganized we are forced to take 
insults from such fake charities as 
the Parent-Teacher’s Association 
who issue clothing to the unem- 
ployed. 

Imagine the nerve of a woman 
whose well-kept hands never did 
any constructive work telling me: 
“IT cannot understand how anyone 
can wear clothing someone else 
has cast off.” or, “I could not think 
of wearing anyone else’s shoes.” 
What a nerve!

DIET DIRECTIONS for WORKERS 


Unemployment has added new 
difficulties to the problem of keep- 
ing well — especially of workers’ 
children who, under conditions of 
slow starvation, are affected with 
nervousness, and whose growth and 
vitality is undermined in later 


burden even under normal capital- 
ist conditions, becomes heavier up- 
on the family whose income is 
reduced by wage cuts and part 
time work. Being in serious finan- 
cial difficulties, it is necessary to 
avoid the expense of preventive 
service, such as vaccination, inoc- 
culation against diphtheria, physical 
examinations, dental work, ete. 
Foregoing such aid, workers’ health 
problems increase with greater cost 
in advanced stages of illness.

Lowered Standard of Living 
Affects Workers’ Health 


Lack of sufficient nourishment 
is an acute problem in many house- 
holds. The danger is especially 
serious in the case of children. The 
problem of obtaining clothing for 
protection against cold is smaller 
in California than elsewhere, but 
even here it cannot be disregarded. 

Worry—always a foe to health— 
is an important factor. Millions 
of workers, worried over uncertain 
wages, lose sleep amd appetite— 
thus lowering their vitality, 

There are some factors working 
against good health affecting ever- 
increasing numbers of workers to- 
day. Yet the same critical eco- 
nomic. situation which produces 
these factors makes the health of 
the individual even more important 
than usual. Without good health 
workers have less chance of find- 
ing or holding a job. His children 
should be kept well, since he can- 
not afford a serious illness. We 
have here a vicious circle. What 
can be done to break it? What 
steps can a working class family 
take to give itself the best possible 
health in the present crisis? 


Demand Clinics Give Service 


First let us consider medical 
service—both’ preventive and cu- 
tative. Workers who- formerly used 
private medical service ‘now are 
unable to do so. They should not 
consider the free clinics as charity 
but as something due the working 
class from the exploiters—all the

Clinics have been de- 
veloped to serve persons of moder- 
ate means who will pay for their 
own medicines, laboratory tests, 
ete. 


No one unable to pay for private 
service should hesitate to attend 
the clinics. If a worker especially 
desires the advice of a private 
practitioner, he may find some re- 
putable physicians willing to make 
an adjustment, or to direct him 
to a clinic. Especially in the case 
of children, no parent should stand 
in the way of necessary medical 
service. 


Force Charities to Give Relief 


Any family unable to buy proper 
food and clothing should not fail 
to apply for relief at some such 
center as that of the Community 
Chest, even though they succeed 
in only getting little or none from 
this source at presént. This idea 
should be to swamp them with de- 
mands for relief until the capitalist 
class is compelled to take steps to 
fill this demand. Malnutrition is 
not always the regult of lack in the 
actual amount of food. If may be 
due to lack of knowledge and care 
in the planning of a balanced diet. 
Well-cooked mush with milk, fresh 
vegetables and fruit may be pro- 
vided at comparatively low cost. 
Hamburger is a form of meat both 
cheap and of high nutritional value, 
Generally speaking, fresh vege- 
tables, where possible, should be 
given a more important place in 
the meal, and their use makes for 
both economy and health under 
present conditions, although yet 
not the best, 


Cleanliness in the home and a- 
bout the person should not be 
neglected, where possiple. Regular 
use of the toothbrush may save 
large dentist bills. 


Worry Over Job Undermines 
Health 


No matter how great is the cause 
for anxiety, a worker cannot afford 
to allow worry to undermine his 
health continuously day after day. 
If he is to be fit to meet ‘the 
problems of tomorrow, he must - 
learn to put those problems out of 
his mind when he goes to bed. 
Although difficult to do, selfiv- 
cipline can accomplish a great dal, 
and the ability to composé ofie’s 
mind to sleep when sleep ig needed 
can in time become a habit. : 

Just as workers aré compelled to 
be unusually alert in efforts to 


tind or to keep jobs, so must’ equal 
alertness be maintained in the care 


of health.

Capitalist Palins 
Build Circulation 
at Jobless Expense 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 12.—Any 
kind of a stunt to build up circula- 
tion is resorted to by the capitalist 
newspapers. The Denver sheets 
are particularly adept in staging 
publicity stunts at the expense of 
the unemployed workers. 

In answer to an advertisement 
in the “Rocky Mountain News” 
that it had obtained a car load of 
jack-rabbits for distribution among 
the unemployed, more than 10,000 
jobless milled about the streets 
trying to secure one of the wormy 
pests. Although unfit for human 
consumption, even a tough jack- 
rabbit is quite palatable to workers 
who have not had sufficient food 
for months. 

The ‘Denver Post” does not rely 
entirely upon lurid sex stories for 
circulation building purposes. By 
an agreement with Denver packing 
houses the Post accepts packing 
house ads and in payment therefor 
accepts hamburger made from rot- 
ten meat which the packers are un- 
able to dispose of, for distribution 
amongst unemployed. On one occa- 
sion over 15,000 workers stormed 
the post offices to get some of the 
stuff in order to stave off starva- 
tion. 

Workers are gradually learning 
the true character of yellow rags 
of this type and are supporting 
their own class papers, which are 
pointing out the way to militant 
struggle against starvation and un- 
employment.

conditions on the miners and their 
families. 

Hardly less brutal treatment was 
accorded the delegation of promi- 
nent writers and professionals who 
were proceeding to Pineville to 
bring four truckloads of food and 
other necessities to the miners’ 
families and to establish the right 
to receive and distribute relief. 

Adding the local businessman 
“vigilantes” to the gun thug army, 
the coal operators arrested and kid- 
napped twelve of the writers’ dele- 
gation, threatened them with vio- 
lence and forced them out of the 
county. Waldo Frank, author, and 
Allan Taub, an attorney for arrest- 
ed strike leaders, were set upon

I visited a ship that was sold to 
the Russian government by the U. 
S., which I had worked on formerly 
in this country. There we found 
that it was practically the same as

I remarked to a 
Russian seaman that I expected to 
find two men to a room instead of 
the usual forecastle where 7 or 8 
were sleeping.

He said: “Right now we are 
building factories, dams and homes 
for the workers; we need our ships 
transportation.

It was pointed out that the only way 
to betterment of conditions Was by 
a determined mass strike, Commit- 
tees of action prepared all the ships 
to act as one, leaflets were distri- 
buted, and at a given time the 
sirens on all the ships blew, and 
the workers swarmed ashore to iu 
mass meeting. 

The time chosen for the strike 
was calculated to meet the foreign 
grain ships attempting to leave 
through the straits, With the dredg- 
ers tied up, it was impossible for 
the ships to get out. 


Win All Demands 


As a result of the thorough prep- 
arations, all demands of the strik- 
ers were granted after eighteen 
days of struggle.
